Ahlfeldt, who frequently 
throws chili parties for the Presi- 
dent when he is in Kansas City, 
said.the four men arrested would 
be charged with violation of fed- 
eral laws governing liquor whole- 
salers. ; 

The agents closed in on a two- 
story frame house at 519 Tracy 
avenue, about one mile from the 
place Binaggio and his bodyguard 
were shot to death. Théy found 
a total of 1053 cases of assorted 
liquors which, agents said, were 
for the most part destined to be 
shipped dry Oklahoma. The 
liquor, valued at about -$50,000, 
was se 

Bonds Set at $10,000. 

Carollo and Tony (Stringbean) 
Marcella were held under bonds 
of $10,000 each. The two others 
arrested in the raid, Mike Arnone 
and Sam Tortorice, were held un- 
der bond of $5000 each. Arnone 
is a son-in-law of Carollo. 

‘Federal agents refused to tell 
the source of the information 
which led to the raid, but its 
thoroughness indicated -prepara- 
tions had started well before Bi- 
naggio and his bodyguard, Charles 
Gargotta, were murdered the 
night of April 5. , 

Two of the men were arrested 
as they slid cases of liquor down 
a roller-type conveyor to the 
basement of the house. Inside, 
agemts found cases of liquor 
stacked high. Apparently bottles 
were repacked in the house into 
smaller containers to be sent to 
stores or carried into Oklahoma 
by automobile.

Officers watched the California 
Printing Co., 3746 California av- 
enue, where the tickets were 
printed, and saw Harold B. 
Blumenthal, the proprietor, and 
Joseph M. Cayse, an employe, 
leave in an automobile, in which 
they had deposited a bulky 
bundle. The machine was trailed 
to a filling station at 2201 North 
Market street, where several men, 
including Deputy Sheriff Kuntz, 
were waiting. 

When the group at the filling 
station broke up, polite trailed 
the individual machines. Those 
taken .into custody in these early 
arrests included, besides Kuntz, 
Walter M. Clark, 4420 Chippewa 


University City. There were five 
packages of tickets in Clark’s ma- 
chine, and two packages in Lutz’s 
machine.

Wilder, against whom the kid- 
naping charge was dismissed in 
St. Louis county circuit court two 
years ago, said he has lived in 
Chicago for years and came here 
this week. He said he learned that 
Tebeau wanted to sell the auto 
sales lot, and he was inquiring 
about the deal. 

Tebeau, who said he has noth- 
ing to do with the car sales con- 
ducted on the lot, asserted that 
he knew nothing about the 
weather tickets. Police found 137 
weather tickets, some race bet- 
ting tabs and 55 signs advertising 
the weather lottery in a building 
on the car lot. 

Officers then raided the print- 
ing shop, and reported finding 
50,000 tickets, result slips and 
parley cards on sporting events. 
Police are seeking a man who is 
believed to be the top operator 
of the lottery.

The court rejected Mueller’s 
story that he was trying to catch 
Soviet spies. United States agents 
had testified earlier that they 
posed as Russian agents and that 
when Mueller gave them secret 
documents he told them he was 
doing so because I believe in 
Communism.” They said he asked 
no pay. | 

Testimony of Mueller. 


Mueller admitted to the seven- 
man court that he sent a tele- 
gram to the Soviet Embassy in. 
Bern, Switzerland, last September 
asking for contact with a Soviet 
agent. He admitted stealing secret 
papers from the library of the 
United “States Intelligence “School 
in nearby Oberammergau, where 
he was a student. He confessed 
giving these papers to agents 
‘whom I believed to be Soviets.” 

On the witness stand, however, 


he said: 

“IT am not Communist. I 
hate Communism. I am loyal to 
the United States and always 
shall be. 

“I was only trying io fool the 
agents all along. I wanted to 
trap them. But they struck first. 
“T thought they were pretty gul- 
lible for Soviet agents, but I 
guess I was really the gullible 
one.” 

A fellow soldier Cpl. Richard 
J. Young of San Diego, Calif., 
tipped off intelligence agents 
that Mueller had sent the tele- 
gram to the Soviet Embassy in 
Bern. He saw the télegram by 
chance as Mueller wrote it in a 
telegraph office. 


Comic Opera Atmosphere. 


This first triai in Germany of 
a United States soldier charged 
with dealing with Russia seemed 
at times more like a comic opera 
than a spy trial. The tiny court 
room was crowded with American 
soldiers and their wiyes who 
came to this famous resort for a 
holiday. There were frequent sal- 
lies of humor from the defendant 
and the lawyers, which drew 
chuckles from the spectators. 
Mueller talked glibly in the 
clipped British accent he acquired 
from his English mother and his 
long residence in Burma, where 
he was born. He smiled as his 
lawyer made light of the whole 
affair. 

Muller turned serious at the 
end of half an hour of direct tes- 
timony. Tears welled up in his 
eyes and his voice broke as he 
told the court: 

“I know I did wrong and I’m 
sorry. I tried twice to kill myself 
because of this. affair. But I al- 
ready have been purished by six 
months in jail at hard labor while 
awaiting trial. I would never do 
such a thing again.” 

‘Mueller Repudiates Story. 

Mueller repudiated the story he 
told the agents. They testified he 
told them his father was a Swiss 
who fought in the revolution in 
Russia on the side of Lenin and 
that he himself believed in Com- 
munism and wanted to help the 
party cause. He testified today 
that his father fought against 
Lenin and declared: “I never be- 
lieved in Communism.” 

He said his father and his twd 
sisters were killed during the 
Japanese invasion of Burma. He 
and his mother escaped to Cal- 
cutta where his mother married 
a United States Army sergeant 
named Edward James, They now 
live in St. Paul. His stepfather, 
he said, works for the Veterans 
Administration. 

(In St, Paul yesterday the 
youth’s mother said he acquired 
American citizenship through her 
marriage to James. Mrs. James 
asserted she did not believe her 
son meant what he said about 
believing in Communism.) :

BRUSSELS, April 15 (AP)— 
Exiled King Leopold III told the 
Belgians today: he is willing to 
abandon his power temporarily 
in favor of his son, Crown Prince 
Baudouin. 

The iKng indicated, however, 
that his decision could not he 
made before a vote of Parlia- 
ment is taken calling him back 
to the throne. 

His words, recorded at his 
home in exile in Switzerland, 
were broadcast by the Belgian 
radio a few hours after the re- 
cording was brought here by spe- 
cial plane. 

The King, who has been in 
exile since the war, left it to the 
Government and to himself to de- 
cide when the temporary relin- 
quishment of his powers to his 
19-year-old son should be ended. 

Premier-Designate Paul van 
Zeeland, who is trying to form a 
government to bring the King 
back, conferred with Leopold in 
Switzerland yesterday. 

Belgium has been without a 
government since March 18 be- 
cause of the royal question which 
has threatened to split the na- 
tion. 

Van Zeeland has_ been trying 
for the last week téform a new 
pro-Leopold cabinet of Social 
Christian (Catholic) party minis- 
ters, but has been unable to get 
approval from the nation’s regent, 
Prince Charles. Bitterly opposing 
the return of the King aré the 
Socialists, led by former Premier

Belgians voted by a majority of 
57 per cent in favor of his return 
in a referendum Feb. 23. 


‘|She Suffered Nervous 


Breakdown After 
Agreeing to Divorce

—Henry Fonda went back to 
Broadway last night after his 
wife’s hastily-arranged funeral 
and played “Mr. Roberts” to an 


audience that whispered from 
seat to seat the first news of 
her suicide. 

| Thirteen hours before—short- 
ly after dawn yesterday —the 
actor’s socially prominent wife 
_ cut her throat with a razor 
ade. 


She was in a private sani- 
tarium here, 40 miles north of 
New York City, and was believed 
to be recovering from a nervous 
breakdown that followed her con- 
sent to a divorce, She was 42 
years old.

A doctor and nurse found her 
dying on the floor of the bath- 
room in her suite at 6:50 a.m. 

Her death came just as Broad- 
way heard rumors that romance 
had cooled between Fonda, who 
is 44, and Susan Blanchard, 22- 
year-old stepdaughter of Oscar 
Hammerstein II, the librettist and 
producer. 

Fonda disclosed plans for a di- 
vorce last December, amid re- 
ports of a romance with Miss 
Blanchard. 

Until then, his marriage had 
been considered to be one of the 
soundest in Hollywood and Broad- 
way. 

No legal action for divorce had 
been started. 

Simple Services Held. 

When word reached Fonda in 
New York of his wife’s death, he 
hastened here with his wife’s 
mother, Mrs. Eugene Ford Sey- 
mour, and to the Craig House 
Corporation Sanitarium. A sim- 
ple, private service was held in a 
funeral parlor, Then the body 
was taken to nearby Hartsdale 
for cremation, while the actor re- 
turned to New York. 

In the 26 months of the hit, 
“Mr. Roberts,” Fonda never has 
missed one of the 882 perform- 
ances. But his understudy; Mar- 
shall Jamison, was rehearsing the 
part when Fonda, pale with fa- 
tigue, strode into the Alvin The- 
ater an hour before curtain time. 

“Are you going on?” asked his 
press agent, Leo Friedman. 

“I don’t know,” said the actor. 
“It’s awfully hard to say how I 
feel.” 

Promises to Bar Reporters. 

Then Leland Hayward, the 
show’s producer, told him that 
only a fraction of the audience 
would know of Mrs. Fonda’s 
death, and that he would bar re- 
porters from the theater. 

“I could do a performance,” 
Fonda finally agreed. 

Reporters were barred by Hay- 
ward’s order (the show has been 
a sell-out for months), but play- 
goers who knew the situation said 
Fonda gave an unfaltering per- 
formance.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., April 
15 (AP)—Fleet Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz told 85 West Point cadets 
yesterday he doesn’t think the 
hydrogen bomb can be developed 
in his lifetime. He added: “I 
hope I don’t live to see it.” 

Nimitz, who is 65 years old, has 
been engaged by the United Na- 
tions to administer a plebiscite 
for Kashmir. He spoke to the 
visiting cadets for 30 minutes. 
His opinion that man would not 


produce a hydrogen bomb in the 
near future was concurred in by

He told reporters here the 


world does not have to fear that 
Russia will have a stockpile of 
atom bombs very soon. He said 
Russia is getting most of its 
uranium from the Joachimsthal 
fields in northern Czechoslovakia 
and Saxony and added that he 
does not think there is much 
uranium there. 

Millikan ‘visited the U.N. head- 
quarters and recorded a speech 
for a radio broadcast. In it he 
said international war will be 
stamped out in this generation 
because people realize the world 
cannot stand mass destruction 
such as it experienced in World 
War II. 

On agreements with Russia on 
atomic and other problems, Milli- 
kan said: “The present politburo 
and the present Russian leaders 
won't last forever.

He said in a veto message 
that the measure, which op- 
ponents estimated would have 
resulted in rate increases to- 
taling $100,000,000 or more a 
year, ‘“would not be in the na- 
tional interest.’’ 

Because of the narrow margins 
by which the controversial bill 
passed both houses of Congress 
there is believed to be no chance 
that Congress can override the 
veto. 

The Senate passed it 44 to 38, 
The House vote was 176 to 174. 
A two-thirds vote is required to 
override a veto. 

As passed, the measure was a 
House bill, so the House will be 
first to act on the veto.. 

It was Truman’s first veto of 
the - year, | 

Made “Careful Analysis.” 

The President said the bill 

would preclude federal regula- 


_, of natural gas sales to inter- 
state pipeline companies for re- 

“After careful analysis and full 
consideration I believe that such 
action would not be in the na- 
tional interest,” he said. 

It was one of the toughest po- 
litical and practical decisions the 
President has had to make. 

Senator Paul Douglas, Ilinois 
Democrat who led the fight 
against the bill, said in a state- 
ment on the President's action: 

“God bless the President of 
the United States. He has once 
again shown he is the true d- 
fender of the common people.” 

The measure would have pro- 
hibited the Federal Power Com- 
mission from fixing the price of 
natural gas delivered and sold by 
so-called “independent” produc- 
ers to pipelines. 


Had Till Monday to Act. 

Truman had until midnight 
Monday to act. . 

The President said he believed 
that authority to regulate sales 
of natural gas from producers 
and gatherers to interstate pipe- 
line companies is in the 
public interest “because of the in- 
herent characteristics of the pro- 
cess of moving gas from the field 
to the consumer.” 

“Unlike purchasers of coal and 
oil,” he added, “purchasers of 
‘natural gas can not easily move 
from one producers to another in 
search of lower prices. Natural 
gas is transported to consumers 
by pipeline, and is distributed in 
a given consuming market by a 
single company. 

“The pipeline companies, and in 
turn the consumers of natural 
gas, are bound to the producers 
and gatherers in a given field by 
the physical location 6f their pipe- 
lines, which represent large in- 
vestments of funds, and can not 
readily be moved to other fields 
in search of a better price.” 

Competition Limited. 

Truman said these characteris- 
tics of the natural gas business 
impose natural limitations upon 
effective competition among 
sellers. He added competition is 
further limited by concentration 
of ownership of natural gas re- 
serves. 
He said that while there are a 
large number of producers and 
gatherers, a relatively small num- 
ber of them owp a substantial 
majority of the gas reserves. 

The President’s veto message 
was addressed to the House, 
where the Iegislation originated. 
Since the House is in recess until 
Tu y, the message was deliv- 
ered to the House clerk’s office. 


Condemned as “Grab.” 

The bill has been condemned 
by opponents as a profit “grab” 
by “special interests” and hailed 
by its sponsors as simply under- 

hat. Congress meant to 
say 12 years ago. 

Sales by independent produc- 
ers of gas have not: been regu- 
lated since Congress enacted the 
Natural Gas Act of 1938, but a 
recent Supreme Court decision 
left unclear the authority of the 
Federal Power Commission to 
control the prices. Backers of the 
bill said the FPC was considering 
moving into the price field in the 
independent producers’ area un- 
less Congress acted, 

The measure was sponsored by 
Senator Robert S. Kerr (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, an oil company owner 
and important party .

Shortly after the Police Board 
was reorganized last May, with 
the appointments of Milligan and 
Farrell, Binaggio complained ‘to 
Chambers and Cohn that “so far, 
since Janwary, there has been 
nothing done.”

Binaggio is thought to have 


been responsible for the appoint-. 


ment of Thomas J. Higgins as 

police superintendent. Higgins 

was chief.of detectives during 

the wide-open era of protected 

crime under the political regime 

of the late Boss Tom Pendergast. 
Liaison Man. 

Higgins was named a liaison 
man between the new police 
board and the department. His 
job is regarded as a listening-post 
for the pro-Smith members of the 
police board. Appointment of 
Higgins. has contributed to de- 
moralization in the police depart- 
ment and is said to have 
handicapped the investigation of 
the Binaggio-Gargotta murders. 

Before making his final call on 
Chambers, Binaggio sent two em- 
issaries to talk to the “stubborn” 
police board member. The emis- 
saries were Henry W. McKissick, 
veteran Second Ward boss, allied 
with Binaggio, and Eddie Spitz, 
front man for Binaggio in night 
club and gambling operations and, 
briefly, ‘the’ Binaggio patronage 
man for police department can- 
didates.

Amendment Loses 43 to 22. 

This amendment, approved by 
the Senate Interior Committee, 
was killed, 43 to 22, on a motion 
by Chavez to table the proposal. 
Senators Donnell and Kem of 
Missouri voted with the majority. 

Subsequently, the Senate turned 
down two other versions of the 
Columbia amendment. 


The bill, as it presently stands, 
would authorize about $1,840,000,- 
000 in future public works proj- 
ects. Of the total, $1,365,000,000 
would be for flood control proj- 
ects and $228,000,000 for 
rivers and harbors projects. In 
addition, the bill contains $200,- 
900,000 for Missouri. river basin 
reclamation items, $18,000,000 for 
flood control -work, by 
partment of Agriculture, $15,000,- 
000 for an emergency fund, and 
$10,000,000 for surveys. 

As it stands, the bill is larger 
‘by about $475,000,000 than when 
it passed the House last summer. 
When approved ‘by ‘the Senate, 
the bill will return to the House 
for consideration of amendments. 

The bill makes no appropria- 
tions, merely authorizes future 
appropriations by Congress to 
construct the projects. 

A rent law compromise giving 
the cities power to keep or kill 
controls was proposed by Repre- 
sentative Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, yesterday.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To live and let live does not seem to 
be the idea of the International Shoe 
Co., which has notified its employes of 
the sole and counter department at the 
St. Louis factory that the plant would 
discontinue @perations June 15. 

The St. Louis plant employed almost 
1400 men and women, many of whom 
have given the best and largest part 
of their jives to make the International 
Shoe Co. what it is today. The number 
of employes has been reduced to 300 
at the present time. These workers 
have been employed continuously from 
26 to 42 years, and are all 40 years old 


| or older. But they are still able to give 


a good account of themselves as shoe-~ 
workers. # 

Many now find themselves at the age ® 
at which it is almost impossible to find 
new employment. This means grief 
and sadness to their families, and in 
many cases they will have to be helped 
by the communities in which they live. 

The International Shoe Co. has not 
discontinued making shoes. They have 
opened several factories in nearby coun- 
try towns where they can get the work 
done cheaper. using more modern 
plants, less help than is employed in 
our own St. Louis plant, and employing 
only workers from that particular lo- 
cality. 

They could have built the most mod- 
ern plant in the St. Louis area, and 
still have had their experienced work- 
ers to carry on as in the past.

But to 
compel those clubs to accept members 
who do not qualify under their rules 
or constitution is depriving those mem- 
bers of their right to privacy.

Congress could hardly find a more shocking 
example of interstate crime than the murder 
of a Capone syndicate represefitative, committed 
in Missouri and allegedly planned in Illinois. 


Yet the Kefauver resolution has been kicked 
between the Senate Judiciary Committee, which 
should investigate the hoodlum enterprises, and 
the Commerce Committee, which is not as well 
suited for the task.

At first this hybrid committee seemed to offer 
a plausible way out of the jurisdictional dispute.

Senator Donnell. .is..a competent. investigator, 
and the- Binaggio crime: oecurred in his. own 
State; Senator’ Ferguson is'a former judge who 
led @ diligent Senate search into the 1946 Kan- 
sas City vote frauds—a crime possibly related to 
Binaggio’s death.

Congress has seen too much recently of inves- 
tigations which produced more sensation than 
information. ' Finally a. Senate committee has 
adopted rules to protect persons whose reputa-

Decent people in Kansas City have shiv- 
ered in premonition during the past two 
years as the signs and portents of a return 
to gangster days have multiplied. No wit- 
nesses ever see the killers. of all these 
sl4in men. Nobody ever claims the re- 
wards and only underworld gossip ever 
explains them. . .. aa 

It.is.an open secret that Charles Binag- 
gio warned the Police Department to go 
easy on the gambling joints that began 
to reopen all over town. His henchmen 
were always willing to explain that the 
boss “didn’t want no wide-open stuff. But 
people don’t want all fhis shut-down. They 
want to play a bit.” 

Somebody played rough with Binaggio 
and the loose-lipped hoodlum who acted as 
his bodyguard. The gossip which seems to 
substitute in racket-ridden Missouri for ef- 
fective investigation says that gambler- 
politician promised top much and deliv- 
ered too little. There seems little doubt 
that Binaggio was being cautious, in face 
of federal investigations of rackets and 
gambling, and because the reform elements 
in Kansas City were mustering all their re- 
sources for a last-ditch fight against his 
slate in this year’s primaries. 

His killing is certainly no loss to Kansas 
City and it might have a healthy effect 
upon the whole fermenting business of 
gambling crime. It should certainly stim- 
ulate the federal hearings which alone can 
expose the nation-wide activities of men 
who can nudge governors, intimidate po- 
lice and put their: notorious followers in 
command of decent people.

It is Sibyl, quietly 
going about her business and responding 
without much fuss and bother to the 
promptings of love, who—eventually with 
Nancy’s assistance—tames the brute forces 
of nature which Henry has released in his 
attempt to get hold of the cards. 

“The Greater Trumps” is akin to another 
of Williams’ novels—‘“All Hallows’. Eve”— 
in its understanding of romantic love as 
a stepping stone to divine love; it resem- 
bles “Descent into Hell” by its clear illus- 
tration of Williams’ favorite conviction 
about the power of intercessory prayer— 
the ability of individuals to bear each 
other’s burdens in the literal sense” that 
one man may carry a sack of flour for 
another.

A decrease in breeding stock 
of some of the leading species of 
ducks, prospects of lower water 
in come Canadian nesting areas 
and the seriousness of extensive 
pothole drainage on farms in 
United States nesting areas pre- 
sent problems that work against 
a liberal season. 

Dr. Cottam conducted a wildlife 
service :iaeeting which was. at- 
tended by federal and state game 
officials, and sportsmen’s club 
representatives from Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, the Dakotas and 
Minnesota. 

Wide Variety of Suggestions. 

He heard suggéstions and rec- 
ommendations from various rep- 
resentatives calling for individual 
state privilege in selecting the 
day on which migratory waterfowl 
hunting should start, season lim- 
its of birds controlled through a 
tag system, and that daily bag 
and possession limits be the same. 

Season regulations will depend 
entirely on the bird cfop this year 
which cannot be determined until 
nesting is completed, Dr. Cottam 
said. 

He added that the wild life 
service will recommend this year 
whatever steps are necessary to 
conserve waterfowl. “We would 
be going contrary to public trust 
if the: season is made one bit 
greater than the supply will al- 
low,” he: said. 

Cottam said it was necessary 
to have some degree of uniformity 
in opening days because of boun- 
dary lines and he added he did 
not favor an opening date earlier 
than Oct. 7 because of the likely 
loss of large numbers of birds 
from the breeding population. 

He suggested that all states in 
certain flyways get together to 
work out the problem of setting 
daily bag and possession limits at 
the same figure. Duck limits in 
the Mississippi flyway last year 
were four birds per day and eight 
in possession. ’ 

Cottam said he believed the is- 
suance of tags to control a season 
limit on birds would encourage 
many hunters to take more game 
rather than curtail gun pressure. 

“Hunters now satisfied with 
moderate shooting results would 
be disappointed if at the end of 
the season they discovered all of 
their tags had not been used,” he 
said. ae ae.
